The ARRL forum was led by Jeff Ryan KORM, the 
Section Manager for Colorado. He presented his 
thoughts on amateur radio today in light of current 
issues like Broadband over Power Lines and license 
restructuring. Jeff introduced the Rocky Mountain 
Division Director Walt Stinson W@CP, who pro- 
vided a unique viewpoint into the inner workings of 
the ARRL. He emphasized the need to introduce 
more people to amateur radio, and expressed hopes 
that the proposed license restructuring will help that 
cause. Walt let the group know that the ARRL 
membership is aging, and not gaining many of the 
new Technician class hams as new members. He 
stated that only 3% of ARRL members are under age 
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35. Walt also gave some insight into the work that 
goes on at the ARRL on behalf of all amateurs, and 
he encouraged all hams to work with their ARRL 
representatives to ensure their perspective on issues 
is heard and acknowledged.
